Riga, July 30.—Mrs. Marguerite 
Harrison of Baltimore, a newspap­ 
er correspondent, wdio was among 
the American citizens held prisoner 
iii Russia, has been released by the 
Soviet authorities and arrived here 
this morning. 
The release of Mrs. Harrison wras 
obtained 
through 
United 
States 
Senator Joseph I. France of Mary­ 
land, wTho has been on a visit to 
Soviet Russia to investigate condi­ 
tions there, and it wras under his 
escort Mrs.. Harrison reached here 
today, the senator having conclud­ 
ed his Russian visit. 
Mrs. Harrison is pale and thin, 
but not in a particularly bad condi­ 
tion as the result of her imprison­ 
ment. 
Senator France expressed sur­ 
prise at the announcement just re­ 


ceived from Moscow 
that 
Russia 
had agreed to release the American 
prisoners. 
“It had not been decided at all 
that w’ay when I left,” the senator 
said. 
Senator France’s trip was an in­ 
teresting one, he reported. 
“I still favor trade relations with 
Russia,” the senator declared. 
He said that while in Moscow he 
had met Nikolai Lenine, the Rus­ 
sian soviet premier.

St. Louis, in 1860, was already a 
vast city, due to its situation on the 
Mississippi and it prominence as a 
trade center.

St. Joseph, in 1850, was still a 
village. 
Sections of the city now 
covered with business blocks and 
homes were then farm land, rather 
heavily wooded but with occasional 
open lichis planted to crops. 
Jefferson City, in 
1840, was al­ 
ready Missouri’s capital—and 
the 
beautiful little building constructed 
on Capitol Hill in 1837-38 
had at 
traded widespread attention as one

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INAUGURATION OF 
REILY AS GOVERNOR 
FOR PORTO RIGO 


Kv Associated Press. 


San Juan, P. R., July HO.—Gover­ 
nor E. Mont Reily, the newly ap­ 
pointed 
chief 
executive of Porto 
Rico, was inaugurated today with 
appropriate ceremonies and in the 
course of his inaugural address de­ 
clared strongly against any agita­ 
tion for independence of the islands 
which, he said, came largely from 
foreigners. 
"So long as Old Glory waves over 
the United States, it will wave ov­ 
er Porto Rico,” declared the gover­ 
nor. 
He continued: 
"I want you to he fully aware 
that there is no room in Porto Rico 
for any foreigner who is not willing 
to support and uphold our establish­ 
ed government. There is no sympa 
thy or possible hope in the T’lilted 
States for independence for Porto 
Rico, from any individual or from 
any political party. 
"The last two great national con­ 
ventions held iii the United States, 
democratic and republican, declar­ 
ed unanimously against independ­ 
ence for Porto Rico. 
Neither, my 
friends, is there any place in these 
Islands for any flag, save the flag 
of our beloved and common coun­ 
try, the stars and stripes, and there 
never shall be. 
So long as Old Glo­ 
ry waves over the United States, it 
will wave over Porto Rico. 
“lf a majority of the people of 
these islands desire a change in 
their government, I would suggest 
that they advocate statehood. 
Plan 
to place yourselves in the same con­ 
dition and situation that obtains to­ 
day in New Torii, Missouri aud Cali­ 
fornia, and trust the American peo­ 
ple for a perpetual square ileal. If 
you can bring this happy condition 
about, you can then elect your own 
governor, your 
own 
congressmen, 
your own United 
States 
senators 
and then, you can fully enjoy the 
privileges and fruits of the Liberty 
of Statehood.” 
“In 
accepting 
this 
call to 
the 
governorship, at the hands of our 
great chief executive, I have done 
so with an open hand, an open mind 
and an open heart, for all of the 
peoples of these island,” said Gover­ 
nor Reily. 
”1 have come here, not 
so much to govern, but to be one of 
you and to he your servant. 
I be­ 
lieve that those peoples who are 
least governed are usually best gov­ 
erned, and are the most contented 
and happy. 
I have not come here 
to be the governor of any class, any 
party, any sect, or any religion, but 
to be governor of all the people. 
"I know there has been strong 
party differences iii Porto Rico as 
t<i how governmental affairs should 
be conducted, and while I do not 
question 
the 
absolute 
patriotism 
and sincerity of any party or party 
leader, I believe that we could all 
have a better understanding of af­ 
fairs, 
generally 
if 
we 
will 
grant each other the same unques­ 
tioned m otives we exact from oth­ 
ers. 
In other words, let us join 
hands across the chasm of party di­ 
vision and put aside party discord 
and try to forget our dissensions of 
the 
past , uphold 
patriotism 
and 
work for the one great common 
cause, namely, for the well-being 
and upbuilding of Porto Rico. 
“Today you are as much a part of 
the United States as any sovereign 
state of our beloved American un­ 
ion. 
While serving as your gover­ 
nor, and trying to be equally fair to 
all. 
I hope you 
will 
understand 
that I shall steadfastly uphold and 
stand for our national govern met 
first. 
In the prophetic; language of 
President Harding I shall stand for 
“Americans first.” 
Governor Reily, touching on the 
subject of recent conflicts between 
capital and labor on the island ex­ 
pressed his sympathy for those who 
toil and declared he would be hap­ 
py to help settle industrial differ­ 
ences. 
“Capital 
and 
labor 
are 
hand maidens in the world of af­ 
fairs and progress,” he said, “and 
neither can succeed without the 
other.” 
He declared he would like to 
aid in making the growing of coffee 
more profitable for small planters. 
H e also expressed himself in favor 
of universal suffrage and said he

'"T’T&fty in Jhn'dS^y, *19215; the Sedalia Chamber of Com­ 
merce begun agitating for a Missouri Centennial celebration, to 
be held at and with the Missouri State Fair in August, 1921, and, 
after securing the assent of the Missouri State Board of Agricul­ 
ture to this proposition, it begun a systematic and energetic cam­ 
paign of promotion and development which has never lagged one 
minute and has grown in intensity and, effort with each succeed­ 
ing day. 
Early in the work a “Centennial Committee” of five mem­ 
bers was selected (their pictures appear on this page) and these 
men have had at all times the hearty support and cooperation of 
the officers, directors and members of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce. A fund was raised by pledges to the amount of $25,000— 
which has ’been largely augmented by drafts upon the Chamber’s 
treasury—to defray the expenses of the preliminary work and 
to sustain a persistent and far-reaching publicity campaign un­ 
til such times as the Missouri Centennial Commission was or­ 
ganized'and prepared to function. But, having acquired the 
habit of boosting the Missouri Centennial, there has been no 
let-up and the work is yet being energetically pushed. 
By consent of the State Fair Board and, later, the Cen­ 
tennial Commission, two lines of work were assigned the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce Centennial Committee: Organization of a 
great “Home-Coming of all living former Missourians from 
throughout the world” and preparations for a “Reunion of 
descendants and relatives of Missouri’s 35 former governors.” 
In the prosecution of the former, Missourians were located in 
every state in the Union and in 15 Foreign countries and to all 
of these repeated urgent invitations to “come home,” accomp­ 
anied by explanatory printed matter, have been mailed—in all 
over 1,500,000 pieces of printed and written matter have been 
distributed by this committee. 
Now—the promotion work is almost/done and the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce awaits the logical fruition of its efforts, a vast 
assemblage of home-loving former Missourians and its members 
will do their utmost for the comfort, pleasure and satisfaction of 
all who cdme.; This is MISSOURI’S Centennial and this organi­ 
zation does not presume to attempt to dominate it in any sense, 
being content to render an humble part toward making it a great 
success.

Jefferson City, Mo., July 30.—The 
senate yesterday passed all the ap­ 
propriations billa sent over from 
the house mnd added $303,277 to the 
general appropriation bill over the 
sum voted by the house. 
There 
were three bills. The appropriation 
bill carrying $109,000 for the per 
diem and mileage of the members 
of the special session and clerical 
hire and contingent expenses there­ 
of. and the bill appropriating $155,- 
000 for the purchase of papor for 
state 
printing 
passed 
without 
change. 
The 
general 
appropriation bill, 
however, was amended in several 
particulars and 
several 
new sec­ 
tions added. The house appropriat­ 
ed $40,000 for the state tax com­ 
mission, and the senate committee 
brought in an am endm ent adding 
$35,000. 
The house did 
not 
appropriate 
anything for the payment of pen­ 
sions to the 
confederate 
soldiers 
who, under the law, are entitled to 
such recognition for this year and 


next year. 
The committee recom­ 
mended $200,000 and this was ad­ 
opted. 
The senate added the following 
in creases; 
Fruit experiment s ta -1 
Hon, $6,000 added to the house ap- ( 
propriation of $7,200; contingent ex­ 
penses of the secretary of state in 
administering the state automobile 
law, $53,177 added to the house ap­ 
propriation of $50,000; 
contingent 
expenses of

treasurer, 
$10,000 in lieu of $4,800; state tax 
commission, $75,000 added in lieu of 
$40,000. 
The 
senate 
eliminated 
several items, aggregating $3,444, 
and added several relief claims aud 
incidental 
amounts 
aggregating 
$1,112. 


The three bills carry an estim at­ 
ed total of $2,017,277.

Daniel Boone is the most pictur­ 
esque and best known character of 
all the Americans who settled in 
what is now Missouri, prior to 1806 
“I think it time to remove when I 
can no longer fell a tree for fuel so 
that its top will be 
within 
a few 
feet of the door of my cabin,” 
he 
is credited with saying. 
Born in Pennsylvania 
in 
1732, 
Boone moved to 
North 
Carolina 
with his family when he was eigh­ 
teen. where he married and began 
the rearing of 
his 
family. 
But 
game soon 
became 
scarce 
and 
Boone’s great desire 
for 
frontier 
life and hunting led him to 
Ken­ 
tucky in 1775, where he establish­ 
ed Boones borough. 
Soon Kentucky 
became ‘‘too crowded” and he mi­ 
grated to Missouri. 
The picture, which is 
sketched 
from the famous original by 
Goo. 
C. Binghom, depicts the emigration 


of Boone and his family from North 
Carolina to Kentucky. The scene is 
laid in 
a mountain 
gap. 
Great 
rocky cliffs on each side, the mys­ 
terious darkness under their pro 
jecting crags, blasted tree trunks 
and lowering clouds darkening the 
sky emphasize the danger of the 
undertaking and the bravery of the 
pioneers.

looking intently to the front, hold 
ing his gun in one hand and with 
the other leading the 
hoise upon 
which his weary wife sits. Behind 
Boone walks a companion. He, too
